SECRETARY'S CORNER 


The time has now come for soccer supporters 


to express their disatisfaction with the 


blatant bias of Commercial Television 


It is extraordinary that so much coverage 

is given to Rugby League, Union, Australian 
Rules and Cricket on Commercial Television 
Stations and yet Soccer has to satisfy itself 


with only results of matches played. 


An example ao this bias was exhibited on 
Channel 9 when telecasting the F.A. Cup 
Final on Saturday 18th May, 1985. 

Normally when stations telecast live 

major sporting events the station 

announcer is accompanied by a local 
personaiity with expertise in the particular 
Sport subject of the telecast. However, 
when the F.A. Cup was being telecast the 
aumouncei aot only did he have a limited + 
knowledge of the game but lacked the 
assistance of a local soccer personality 

to at least provide viewers with some 
background to the finer points of the 


game. 


Rex Mossop‘s Channel 7 Sports Programme 
screened on Sundays is another example of 
blatant bias. Apart from interviewing 
Kevin Keegan when Keegan was in Sydney 
playing for Blacktown there has been 

no local coverage on that programme 
whatsoever. A petition is now been 
conducted to present to the Commercial 
Stations in the ope that Commercial 
Stations will review what can only be 
assumed is a concerted bias towards 


Soccer. 
The p2tition will at least bring to the 


attention of Commercial Stations that 
Soccer supporters are no longer prepared 
to be passive about the bias. However, 
the Australian Soccer Federation missed 
a golden opportunity to challenge the 
Commercial Stations bias by not lodging 
an objection to the renewal of the 


Stations T.V. Lincences before the current 


+ 


hearings of the Australian Broadcasting 
fribunal.

Every three years each Commercial Station 
must apply to have their Licence extended 
for a further three years. The Tribunal 

» subject to the applicant having 
standing to appear, consider such relevant 
objections as are placed before them as 
to the suitability of each station to'hold 
a Transmission Licence. It is not 
suggested that any objections lodged by 
the A.S.F. in respect of the bias of 
Commercial Stations will have the desired - 
effect of increased coverage of Soccer. 
But it is at least a start. It brings to 
the attention of Commercial Stations that 
Soccer is a National sport with an 
organization behind the code who is no 
longer prepared to accept their current 
attitude. y 
Soccer must now prepare itself for a 
comprehensive and organized challenge \ 
to the Commercial Stations for the next 
Tribunal hearing on Renewal of Licences 
in 1988. ; 


In the meantime apart from petitions 


Soccer supporters can assist by writing 
to advertisers who screen their goods or 


services during Soccer programmes and 
advising ‘them that in view of the lack 
of Soccer coverage on that particular 
programme their goods or services will 


be boycotted. 


If advertisers were to receive sufficient 
complaints and become conscious of their 
negative image in the eyes of Soccer 
supporters they may exert sufficient 


pressure on Stations to give Soccer more 


' coverage on their programmes. 


It is up to us the Soccer fraternity 

to reverse Commercial Stations bias . 
towards Soccer. Commercial Stations 

are sensitive to public opinion and the 
image they project with their advertisers. 


The time has come for Soccer supporters to
